First,—Seperate short courses in 
agriculture anet horticulture for the 
benefit of farmers, stockmen, fruit 
growers, and truck farmers who are 
uuable to take a regular college 
course, hut desire to avail them­ 
selves, in the shortest possible time, 
of a knowledge of the latest aud 
most approved methods of work in 
their several 
lines. 
These 
two 
courses will imbrace class instruc­ 
tion, lectures and practice iii the fol­ 
lowing subjects: 
Agriculture ani 
horticulture in 
general, including 
agricultural chemiatry, botany, en­ 
tomology, veterinary science, breed­ 
ing and feeding livestock, cultivation 
of 
furage crops, use of fertilizers, 
growtti aud care of orchards and im­ 
proved m eth od s in truck farming. 
Second:—A manual training course 
in wood and iron work, embracing 
instruction and lectures in mechani­ 
cal drawing, blacksmithing, carpen­ 
try and the turning lathe. 
Third:—A summer normal school, 
I under direction of a competent direc- 
! tor aud assistants, selected with a 
v ow to giving special instructions to 
j teachers desiring advancement 
in 


their profession and the securing of 
higher grade, or permanent cert iii - 
cates. 


Fourth:—The 
usual 
collegiate 
courses, in languages, mathematics, 
history, chemistry, botany, physics, 
drawing, bookeeping, etc. 
The several courses of instuetion 
will he open to all studeutuual* and 
female on equal terms. 
The short courses in Agriculture 
and horticulture will provide valu­ 
able theoretical and practical inst ruc­ 
tion for those progressive farmers, 
stockmen, feeders, 
and fruit aud 
truck growers who desire to secure 
scientific facts and improved meth­ 
ods adapted to the solution of agri­ 
cultural problems peculiar to Texas. 
The summer and summer normal 
school will he in progress during the 
meeting of the Fanners’ Congress 
from .July 3rd to 0th, and those who 
attend the congress, and can dc so, 
should arrange to remain and get 
the bedebt ot toe short course alleve 
outlined. 


There has been a general awaken­ 
ing of the public mind on the subject 
of industrial and practical education 
and there is a constantly growing de- 
, maud for the introduction into the 
public schools on subjects of a prac­ 
tical or utilitarian character.

He has 2000 or 8000 colonials holding a 
fine defensive country, but is apparently 
Invested so far as Loudon knows. 
Telegraphic communications are kept 
up w ith Bloemfontein as usual,but noth* 
lug comes through for public consump­ 
tion. General Robert’s last message was 


d a ted April ti, and the last unofficial 
message bore date of April 7. 
The ab­ 
sence of news, as usual, disheartens tho 
people and produces altogether a dis­ 
couraging effect.

W ashington, April 9.—The naval au­ 
thorities are exasperated over tho delay 
in completing the cruiser Albany at the 
Arm strong works at Klswick, where her 
officers and crew have been for the last 
twro weeks.
